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20. (Amended) Arrangement according to [any of Patent Claims 16 to 19] Patent Claim 16 , 
characterized in that, when the spacer and screw are positioned on the implant, the holder can be 
separated from the spacer and the screw head for longitudinal displacement in the longitudinal 
direction of the implant and/or a tilting movement. 

21. (Amended) Arrangement according to [any of Patent Claims 16 to 20] Patent Claim 16 , 
characterized in that the holder, the spacer and the screw form a rotationally fixed unit, by means 
of which the thread of the screw can be screwed into the thread of the implant by screwing 
movements. 

24. (Amended) Use according to Patent Claim 22 [or 23], characterized in that the holder is 
used for transmitting manual rotation movements to the screw as the latter is screwed into the 
implant.
